o nly state to lo se a representative 
wo uld be Ohio , which wo uld lo se o ne. 
Later in the day Mr. Dunnell mo dified 
the bill so as to make the basis o f ap­ 
po rtio nment IK),000 po pulatio n fo r 
each representative. By this change 
Virginia lo ses o ne member. The ad­ 
ditio nal number o f members wo uld 
be twenty-fo ur, and the to tal pro vided 
fo r by the bill as mo dified 354.

Chicago , Sept. 9.—The directo rs o f 
the Wo rld’s Fair Asso ciatio n, at a 
meeting held this afterno o n, selected 
the dual site ,1 the lake fro nt and 
Jackso n park as the place fo r lo cating 
the great ex po sitio n.

When, however, tea -drinking 
cea ses to be the a musement of the 
leisure moment of a busy a fternoon, 
a nd ie resorted to in la rge qua ntities 
a nd strong infusions a s a mea ns of 
stimula ting the fla gging energise to 
a ccomplish the a llotted ta sk, then 
distinct da nger commences. A brea k­ 
down ma y ensue in more tha n one 
wa y ; not infrequently tbe stimulus 
which tea in time fa ils to give us is 
sought in a lcohol, a nd the a tonic 
fla tulent dy spepsia which the a strin­ 
gent decoction ma de by long dra wing 
induces, helps to drive tbe victim to 
seek a tempora ry relief in spirits, sa l- 
vola tile or evenea ude Cologne, which 
is a t first dropped on suga r a nd 
fina lly dra nk out of a wine-gla ss. In 
other ca ses, by la dies especia lly , relief 
is sought from morphine, a nd in a 
predisposed person the 
morphine 
ha bit is esta blished with extra ordi­ 
na ry ra pidity . It ha s t*een sa id tha t 
a s long a s a person ta kes stimula nts 
simply for their ta ste he is compa ny 
tively sa fe, but a s soon a s he begins 
to drink fcr the effect, then he ie run­ 
ning into da nger. This is perha ps 
to sta te the ca se, for stimula nts ra th­ 
er too fa vora bly , but if the rule were 
a dhered to we should ha ve fewer 
ca ses of educa ted people sliding into 
ha bits of secret intempera nce or into 
morphinoma nia . — British Medica l 
J ourna l. 


American Indians Came Fro m 
Asia, 
Prof. J ohn Flske, of Ha rva rd col­ 
lege, in a lectura on the discovery of 
America sa id: “ The a borigina l in­ 
ha bita nts of America were undoubt­ 
edly of Asia tic origin. It is now 
k%*wn tha t a la nd connection exist­ 
ed between Ala ska a nd Ka mtcha tka 
in the pre-gla cia l period, a nd it wa s 
proba bly by this route tha t the Asi­ 
a tic colonists rea ched onr continent. 
There is much evidence to show tha t 
the Eskimos a re descended from these 
ea rly Asia tic immigra nts. Tbe In­ 
dia ns, ho wever, a re of a n entirely 
different stock from the Eskimos. 
From 
Hudso i.’s Boy southwa rd to 
Ca pe Ho rn the red men were prob­ 
a bly a ll of one ra ce, though with 
some well-ma rked divisions into sub­ 
ra ces; a nd they were, doubtleee, de­ 
scended from the Asia tic tribes who 
ca me a fter the gla cia l period. Abo­ 
rigina l America wa s a much more 
a rcha ic world tha n Europe or Asia , 
a nd its politica l a nd socia l fea tures 
a re of inca lcula ble va lue to ths stu­ 
dent of primitive culture.

Bunnell's Apportionment Bill. 
Mr. Dunnell, of Minnesota, chair­ 
man of the house committe on the 
eleventh census, on Wednesday in­ 
troduced an apportionment bill on the 
basis of one representative for each 
178,371 of the population. This would 
provide for a total representation of 
355. Under the apportionment Ala­ 
bama, California, Colorado, Michigan, 
Missouri, New Jersey, Oregon, Texas 
and Washington would each gain one 
member; Arkansas, Illinois, Kansas 
and Pennsylvania each two, and Min­ 
nesota and Nebraska each three. The 
only state to lose a representative 
would be Ohio, which would lose one. 
Later in the day Mr. Dunnell modified 
the bill so as to make the basis of ap­ 
portionment 180,000 population for 
each representative. By this change 
Virginia loses one member. The ad­ 
ditional number of members would 
be twenty-four, and the total provided 
for by the bill as modified 354.

The Danger of Tea Drinking. 
It is a great misfortune that the 
popular name for a person who ab­ 
stains from all alcoholic liquors is a 
teetotaler; the term bae fostered the 
idea that tea is a harmless beverage, 
and it is no doubt true that the mod­ 
erate use of well-made and not very 
strong tea is leas harmful thorn the 
habitual resort to any other stimu­ 
lant. When, however, tea-drinking 
ceases to be the amusement of the 
leisure moment of a busy afternoon, 
and is resorted to in large quantities 
and strong infusions as a means of 
stimulating the flagging energies to 
accomplish the allotted task, then 
distinct danger commences. A break­ 
down may ensue in more than one 
way; not infrequently the stimulus 
which tea in time fails to give us is 
sought in alcohol, and the atonic 
flatulent dyspepsia which the astrin- 
nt decoction mads by long drawing 
duces, helps to drivs the victim to 
seek a temporary relief in spirits, sal- 
volatile or even eau de Cologne, which 
is at first dropped on sugar and 
finally drank out of a wine-glass. In 
other cases, by ladies especially, relief 
is sought from morphine, and in a 
predisposed person the 
morphine 
habit is established with extraordi­ 
nary rapidity. It has been said that 
as long as a person takes stimulants 
simply for their taste he ie compara­ 
tively safe, but as soon as he begins 
to drink for the effect, then he is run­ 
ning into danger. This is perhaps 
to state the case, for stimulants rata- 
sr too favorably, but if the rule were 
adhered to we should have fewer 
cases of educated people sliding into 
habits of secret intemperance or into 
morphinomania. — British Medical 
Journal.

American Indians Came From 
Asia. 
Prof. John Fiske, of Harvard col­ 
lege, in a lecture on the discovery of 
America said: “The aboriginal in­ 
habitants of America were undoubt­ 
edly of Asiatic origin. It is now 
k%mn that a land connection exist­ 
ed between Alaska and Kamtchatka 
in the pre-glacial period, and it was 
probably by this route that the Asi­ 
atic colonises reached our continent. 
There is much evidence to show that 
the Eskimos are descended from these 
early Asiatic immigrants. The In­ 
dians, however, are of an entirely 
different stock from the Eskimos. 
From Hudson's Bay southward to 
Cape Horn the red men were prob­ 
ably all of one race, though with 
some well-marked divisions into sub­ 
races; and they were, doubtleee, de­ 
scended from the Asiatic tribes who 
came after the glacial period. Abo­ 
riginal America was a much more 
archaic world than Europe or Asia, 
and its political and social features 
are of incalcula hie value to the stu­ 
dent of primitive culture.

It became very evident that the 
very qualities which fit him to conduct a 
fight against cap ital, unfit him for delibera­ 
tion and discussion on abstract questions 
of general p olicy. 
On the other hand Ben T illett and Tom 
Mann, who have always yielded the su­ 
p remacy to Burns in hi* sp ecial line o f the 
organization and handling of men, easily 
p roved themselves his sup eriors in debate 
and counsel.

have nothing to say to-night and would 
prefer to have things kept quiet. 
To-mor­ 
row may be day a of surprises." Copt. Rob­ 
ert Pinkerton said, "N othing can be said 
to -n ig h t 
My men did not apprehend the 
man, and even if they had I could not talk 
of the case." 
The facts are difficult to obtain, but it 
seems th at os soon os the detectives went to 
work they found traces of Recd, who is a 
well know n railroad m an, his w hole fam­ 
ily being in the business. 
H e was tracked 
to fichodiack, and then to H udson, and 
lost night one o f the detectives found him 
aka house of prostitution. The chief de­ 
tective of the road ala pped lam on the back 
and said: 
"Reed, we w ant you at A lbany." 
The m an turned pale aud said. "W hat lo rf 
T hat job at Castleton? W ho squealed?" 
Mr. Bissell *s reticence in the matter, it is 
believed, arises from the fact th at they are 
trying to get Reed to give the nam es of 
others, and further rum ors say th at prom i­ 
nent K nights of Labor are concerned. Mas­ 
ter W orkm an Lee said to-night th a t Reed 
was not a striker, but had refused to go out 
with them in the latetrouble.

K nights sym pathize with the road and hope 
tiiat ail concerned will be caught. 
Reed is unm arried and lives w ith his 
m other at East Albany. H e has been miss­ 
ing ever si net.- the night of the wreck. At 
ni* home to-night it was stated th at he was 
a K night o f Labor and a striker, despite Hie 
knights’ denial. 
Later to-night a m an 
nam ed Lon Miller, a railroad man, a knight 
aud a striker, was arrested at his hom e in 
Greenbush H ollow , charged with beingone 
of the wreckers. 
It is thought th at Reed 
has turned states’ evidence, and th at this is 
the first fruit of his evidence

rested upon his phenom enal success as an 
organizer of men and as a m anager of 
strikes. B ut throughout the congress his 
conduct was m arked by an unreasonable 
obstinacy in sm all matters, and by a do­ 
mineering m anner w hich ied to frequent 
disagreeable scenes and to the d d a y of 
business. 
It became very evident th at the 
very qualities which fit bim to conduct a 
fight against capital, unfit him for delibera­ 
tion and discussion on abstract questions 
of general policy. 
On the other hand Ben T illett and Tora 
Mann, who have always yielded the su­ 
premacy to Burna in his special line o f the 
organization and handling of men, easily 
proved themselves his superiors in debate 
aud counsel. 
B urns’ friends now say that 
he himself realizes 
th a t 
bis 
strength 
lies in 
another 
direction; 
th at this 
wa* 
his 
first 
experience in such a 
convention and that, as he is entirely un­ 
selfish in his devotion to the cause, he will 
profit by the result and hereafter rest con­ 
tent with his leadership in the actual battle­ 
field of labor and capital, leaving the honors 
of debate to his colleagues. The congresa, 
as a whole, has resulted in a m arked ad­ 
vance of the principle of the solidarity of 
labor.

our theme is mechanics. 
Around the 
throne and the great courtiers stood

To fix a tent which held 2,000 soldiers 
on duty with arms arid a cco u tre­ 
ments, surrounding, in successive 
circles, the m ost gorgeous Oriental

eunuchs and slaves, would perplex a 
mechanician ol the Nineteenth centu­ 
ry.

Such was the wonder which Curio 
resolved to beat, and feeling himself 
linable to vie in outlay he summoned 
the engineers o! the period to design 
som ething which would “fetch” the 
public. They built two enormous 
theatres of wood, each to contain an 
audience of 25,000, which stood back 
to back. 
When the spectators assembled in 
the forenoon Curio was chaffed no 
doubt, on the issue of his attem pt to 
excel Bcaurus. 
But the audience re­ 
turned in the afternoon, for these en­ 
tertainm ents were devoted to the 
manes of Curio’s father and lasted a 
month. 
In the place of two theatres 
back to back they found an amphi­ 
theatre holding 
80.000 
persons,

One blast had been pre­ 
pared. 
In putting m the second it 
was exploded, the jar also touching 
off the first blast. 
Twenty-fiv e thou­ 
sand cubic feet of rock were thrown 
ov er upon the unsuspecting mass of 
humanity, 
with 
terrible 
results. 
Hundreds of people soon gathered at 
the scene and the work of taking out 
the dead and injured has since been 
going on. 
The scenes at the hospital 
were heartrending. 
The wiv es and 
relativ es of the workmen are crazed 
with grief and suspense.

The Wild Bice Crop. 
A nov el feature which one will see 
in a trip up riv er these autumn days 
is the gathering of the rice crop by 
the nativ es. 
This is accomplished by 
tho male Indian standing upright ;n 
the bow of his canoe and paddling it 
forward through the field of rice, tho 
stalks of which grow from three to 1 
four feet abov e the water, while bis I 
squaw sits in the stern of the canoe, j 
and with two round sticks about the j 
size, and half tho length of h broom- ! 
handle, dextrously bends the long 
heads of the rice ov er the gunwale of 
the canoe with one stick, while at 
the same iastant, she strikes the well 
filled beads u sharp, quick blow with 
the other, threshing out the kernels 
of rice, which fall mto the middle 
portion of the canoe. 
This middle 
portion is prov ided, for the occasion, 
with a cloth apron, into which the 
rice kernels fall. 
The apron will hold 
about two bushels, and is filled in the 
manner abov e described m less than 
three hours’ time. 
The rice is next 
picked ov er to free it from chaff and 
straw, after which it is placed in brass 
kettles and parched ov er a slow fire; 
then it is winnowed, and is ready for 
future use. The crop this year is 
light in this region.

A Shocking Accident. 
On Monday evening William Coch­ 
rane, son of W. W. Cochrane, who 
lives at the comer of Maple and 7th 
streets, was instantly killed by being 
run over by cars on the dump. The 
young man who was 19 years of age, 
was an employee of the Northern Pa­ 
cific planing mill, and when the mill 
shut down at 6 o’clock, in company 
with several others, he started towards 
home going over the dump, as it was 
a short cut. 
When about the middle 
of the dump a freight train came 
along and he signified his intention 
to his companions of catching on and 
riding up to the crossing, where they 
were to tarn off. 
The young man 
with him told him he had better not 
as it was only a short distance to ride, 
but his warning was unheeded, and 
when the cars passed William caught 
onto the train and swung himself out 
just in time to strike the switch stand 
and he was hurled bet we* n the jc&rs 
aud the wheels passed over his face 
and head crushing it into an unrecog­ 
nizable mass. He uttered no sound 
and was dragged out from under the 
train almost as soon as the merciless 
wheels had done their horrible work. 
He was killed in an instant, and his 
suffering was of short duration, if in­ 
deed, ho realized what had happen­ 
ed. Tho body was taken to Lynch Sc 
Gallup’s undertaking rooms and pre­ 
pared for baria!, and then taken to 
his home where sorrow prevailed. 
Tho funeral services were conducted 
at the Catholic church on Wednesday 
morning, the Rev. Father Lawler 
officiating, and the remains were laid 
to rest in Evergreen cemetery. The 
accident cast a deep gloom of sorrow 
over the intimate friends of the young 
man, but his grief stricken mother 
and father were almost uuconsoJable 
over the fatality.

A Horrible Accident. 
At 5:55 o’clock Monday evening a 
premature blast in the N. P. yards at 
Spokane Falls, killed 15 men, and 
possibly more. It happened just be­ 
fore the hour of quitting work. A 
large force of men were engaged in 
blasting out a huge rock pile in the 
Northern Pacific freight yards in the 
eastern part of the city. From 50 to 
75 men were at work in the cut at the 
time. Fifteen have been taken out 
dead, a number injured, and still 
others come out alive. As rapidly as 
the mangled bodies were taken out 
they were carried to the hospital. 
Some of the men were preparing 
blasts to be touched off after the other 
workmen and teams had departed for 
the night. One blast had been pre­ 
pared. In putting m the second it 
was exploded, the jar also touching 
off the first blast. Twenty-five thou­ 
sand cubic feet of rock were thrown 
over upon the unsuspecting mass of 
humanity, 
with 
terrible 
results. 
Hundreds of people soon gathered at 
the scene and the work of taking out 
the dead and injured has since been 
going on. The scenes at the hospital 
were heartrending. The wives and 
relatives of the workmen are crazed 
with grief and suspense.

The Wild Blee Crap. 
A novel feature which on© will see 
in a trip up river these autumn days 
is the gathering of the rice crop by 
the natives. This is accomplished by 
the male Indian standing upright ’n 
the bow of his canoe and paddling it 
forward through the field of rice, the 
stalks of which grow from three to 
four feet above the water, while his 
squaw sits in the stern of the canoe, 
and with two round sticks about the 
size, and half the length of a bo>om- 
handle, dextrously bends the long 
heads of the rice over the gunwale of 
tho canoe with one stick, whde at 
the same i instant, she strikes the well 
filled heads a sharp, qaick blow with 
the other, threshing out tile kernels 
of rice, which fall into the middle 
portion of the canoe. This middle 
portion is provided, for the occasion, 
with a cloth apron, into which the 
rice kernels fall. The apron will hold 
about two bushels, and is filled in the 
maimer above described rn less than 
three hours’ time. The rice is next 
picked over to free it from chaff and 
straw, after which it is placed in br^ss 
kettles and parched over a slow fire; 
then it is winnowed, and is ready for 
future use.

355. Under the apportionment Ala­ 
bama, California, Colorado, Michigan, 
Missouri, New Jersey, Oregon, Texas 
and Washington would each gain one 
member; Arkansas, Illinois, Kansas 
and Pennsylvania each two, and Min­ 
nesota and Nebraska each three. The 
only state to lose a representative 
would be Ohio, which would lose one. 
Later in the day Mr. Dunnell modified 
the bill so as to make the basis of ap­ 
portionment 180,000 population for 
each representative. 
By this change 
Virginia loses one member. The ad­ 
ditional number of members would 
be twenty-four, and the total provided 
for by the bill as modified 354.

The Danger of Tea Drinking. 
It is a great misfortune that the 
popular name for a person who ab­ 
stains from all alcoholic liquors is a 
teetotaler; the term has fostered the 
idea that tea is a harmless beverage, 
and it is no doubt true that the mod­ 
erate use of well-made and not very 
strong tea is less harmful than the 
habitual resort to any other stimu­ 
lant. When, however, tea-drinking 
ceases to be the amusement of the 
leisure moment of a busy afternoon, 
and is resorted to in large quantities 
and strong infusions as a means of 
stimulating the flagging energies to 
accomplish the allotted task, then 
distinct danger commences. A break­ 
down may ensue in more than one 
way; not infrequently the stimulus 
which tea in time fails to give us is 
sought in alcohol, and the atonic 
flatulent dyspepsia which the astrin­ 
gent decoction made by long drawing 
mduces, helpB to drive the victim to 
seek a temporary relief in spirits, sal- 
volatile or eveneaude Cologne, which 
is at first dropped on sugar and 
finally drank out of a wine-glass. In 
other cases, by ladies especially, relief 
is sought from morphine, and in a 
predisposed person the 
morphine 
habit is established with extraordi­ 
nary rapidity. It has tieen said that 
as long as a person takes stimulants 
simply for their taste he is comparat­ 
ively safe, but as soon as he begins 
to drink fcr the effect, then he is run­ 
ning into danger. 
This is perhaps 
to state the case, for stimulants rath­ 
er too favorably, but if the rule were 
adhered to we should have fewer 
cases of educated people sliding into 
habits of secret intemperance or into 
morphinomania. — British Medical 
Journal. 


American Indians Came From 
Asia, 
Prof. John Flske, of Harvard col­ 
lege, in a lecture on the discovery of 
America said: 
“The aboriginal in­ 
habitants of America were undoubt­ 
edly of Asiatic origin. It is now 
k%»wn that a land connection exist­ 
ed between Alaska and Kaintchatka 
in the pre-glacial period, and it was 
probably by this route that the Asi­ 
atic colonists reached our continent. 
There is much evidence to show that 
the Eskimos are descended from these 
early Asiatic immigrants. The In­ 
dians, however, are of an entirely 
different stock from the Eskimo*. 
From Hudsot.’s Bay southward to 
Cape Horn the red men were prob­ 
ably all of one race, though with 
some well-marked divisions into §ub- 
races; and they were, doubtless, de­ 
scended from the Asiatic tribes who 
came after the glacial period. 
Abo­ 
riginal America was a much more 
archaic world than Europe or Asia, 
and its political and social features 
are of incalcula ble value to the stu­ 
dent ol primitive culture.

“ Match, please.” 
“Certainly,” 
Alter Conley had lit his cigar he 
continued: 
“ While traveling in th a t country 
between Ogden and Salt Lake City 
with another m an a good m any 
years ago we got ‘l*isted’ and had 
to go to work a t anything we could 
get to do. 
We g o t a contract from 
a Mormon settler on the road to cup, 
and haul from the m ountains 300 
cords of wood.

nounced when here in 1889, waited 
in an ante chamber until theUabinet 
meeting udjourned, and was then 
bidden a t once into President H arri­ 
son’s private room. The following 
day he went by appointm ent with 
his daughter and had equal good 
fortune in being received a t once.

conversation 
afterward pub­ 
lished in a London paper, the au­ 
thor of “ The Light of Asia” men­ 
tions the ease with which he saw the 
Presideut with much surprise and a 
little cautious approval.

up,” than these foreigners to find 
th a t there is no guard lietween Pres­ 
ident and people.—Wide Awake.

T h e i r F e a t s o f S k ill W h ic h M o d e r n s 
C a n n o t E q u a l. 
The bumptiousness of the modern 
engineer gives little offense, because 
it is honest and guileless. 
I t is a waste of time to ask him 
how the bowlders of Stonehenge were 
conveyed to their resting place, how 
the walls ot Fiesole or Myeene were 
built; these marvels represent the 
power which lies in the brute force of 
multitudes, and there’s an end of the 
question. 
Engineering 
now is an 
a rt and a science, with which the 
rude work of the sa vages has no sort 
of connection. One m ust not in­ 
quire why he takes it for granted 
th a t Stonehenge, for example, was 
built by savages, where the brute 
multitude came from how they su b ­ 
sisted on Salisbury Plain, or why it 
it is necessary to assume th a t they 
were unacquainted with mechanics.* 
All th a t is chosejugee—beyond dis­ 
pute. 
If you cite records of antiqui­ 
ty which tell of works he cannot ri­ 
val th a t fact alone is proof th a t the 
record is a lie: for how can it possi­ 
ble lie th a t mere Greeks and Romans 
should have been able to do what 
the builders of the Eiffel tower and 
the Forth bridge cannot accomplish? 
We had an amusing instance of this 
feeling lately. The 
ingenious 
M. 
Eiffel and the artistic M. Bartholdi 
have been gravely pondering the 
Colossus of Rhodes—measuring it 
and weighing it as per description; 
and they conclude th a t the thing 
was simply impossible. 
THE COLOSSEUM. 
It could not have lieen set up, to 
begin with, aud when set up it conld 
not have stood the pressure of the 
wind. 
This is demonstrated by all 
the rules of modern science, and he 
who does not adm it the dem onstra­ 
tion must lie prepared to show th a t 
two and two do n ot make four. 
Those antique personages who pro­ 
fessed t o have seen the Colossus were 
victims of an ocular delusion or Hat 
story tellers, and th a t greater nuin- 
lier who mention it incidentally, as 
we might mention the ruins of the 
Colosseum, were credulous gossips. 
The fact is th a t Messrs. Eiffel and 
Bartholdi argue in the fashion usual 
with engineers. 
Not all of fhern 
would pretend th a t they knew any 
law of nature which applies in such a 
ense. 
But very few would listen pa­ 
tiently if it were urged th a t the a n ­ 
cients knew some laws with which 
they were unacquainted. 
80 it appears, however, to the dis­ 
interested student, and we can bring 
forward evidence enough. 
If it lie 
true th a t the Colossus of Rhodes is 
really proved “impossible,” accord­ 
ing to the best modern authorities, 
this is a good illustration to liegin 
with, for its existence is ns well au­ 
thenticated ns the temple at Delphi 
and the statue of Olympian Zeus, or 
the Tower of London, lor th at m a t­ 
ter. to one who has never seen it. By 
some means it was set up, and by 
adaptation of some natural laws it 
wus made to stand until an earth ­ 
quake overthrew it. One is em bar­ 
rassed by the number and variety of 
illustrations to the same effect which 
crowd upon the mind. 
Since the Colosseum has ls*en men­ 
tioned we may choose examples of 
the class. 
Is M. Eiffel prepared to 
put an awningover Trafalgar square 
when the sun shines, and remove it 
promptly without the aid of a cen­ 
tral support of steam engines or 
even chains? The area of the Colos­ 
seum is certainly n ot less. This may 
seem a trifling m atter to the though t- 
less liecause they have never consid­ 
ered it. 
Roman engineers covere 1 
in th a t vast expanse with some wool­ 
en material, and they worked the 
ponderous 
sheet 
so easily 
and 
smoothly that it 
w ;ih drawn and 
withdrawn as the sky changed. The 
bulk of it must have weighed hun­ 
dreds of tons, all depending by ropes 
from the circumference. 
But the 
ancients thought so little of this feat 
th a t they have left us only one triv­ 
ial detail of the method. 
Alexander’s on;antic tent. 
So Julius Ciesar stretched an awn­ 
ing above the Forum liomanuiu and 
great part of the Via Sacra in the 
space of a single night. 
Have any of 
our modern engineers pondered the 
contemporary descriptions of Alex­ 
ander's durbar tent lie'ore Babylon? 
T hat,again, appears to have had no 
central support. 
It was upheld, says 
Phy lurch us, by eigiit pillars of solid 
gold. Of the 
glorious plenishing 
within we have nut to speak, since 
our theme is mechanics. Around the 
throne and the great courtiers stood 
500 Macedonian guards; iu a circle 
beyond them 500 Persian guards; 
beyond these ngain 1.000 archers. 
To fix st tent which held 2,000 soldiers 
on duty with arms and nceourtre- 
ments, surrounding, in successive 
circles, the most gorgeous Oriental 
court th a t ever was, with hundreds 
of 
satraps, 
councilors, 
generals, 
eunuchs and slaves, would perplex a 
mechanician of the Nineteenth centu- 
rv. 
He will reply th a t the story is false 
—must be, liecause he could not 
match it. 
Happily the awning of the 
Colosseum stands beyond dispute, 
and Alexander’s tent is a small m at­ 
ter compared with that. 
But we un­ 
dertook to deal with the engineering 
of the ancients in connection with 
the theatre, having chanced on th at 
class of illustration. 
Pliny tells how 
Metellus Scaur us, .Edile, built a won­ 
drous edi fire, which stirred his rival, 
C. Curio, to a frantic jealousy. 
It 
m ay be worth while in passing—since 
we are all so much interested in the 
thentrenowadnys and think so much 
of our new ones—to tell wlmt sort of 
a building th at was which Curio set 
himself to outdo. 
It had 300 mar­ 
ble columns, each 38 feet apart. 
Above 2,000 bronze statues stood 
am ong them. 
The stage had three 
floors, as was usual—the lowest paved 
and fitted with marble, the seeond 
with glass, the third gilded, boards 
and all. 
It held 80,000 people. 
Such was the wonder which Curio 
resolved to beat, and feeling himself 
unable to vie in outlay lie summoned 
the engineers p! the period tq design 
something which would ‘‘fetch” the 
public. They bnilt two enormous 
theatres of wood, each to contain an 
audience of 25,000, which stood hack 
to h a c k . 
When the spectators assembled in 
the forenoon Curio was chaffed no 
doubt, on the issue of his attem pt to 
excel Sea urns. 
But the audience re­ 
turned in the afternoon, for these en­ 
tertainments were devoted to the 
manes of Curio’s father and lasted a 
month. 
In the place of two theatres 
back to back they found an amphi­ 
theatre holding 
80.000 
persons, 
wherein gladiators and wild beasts 
contested until dewy eve. The two 
great buildings had been swung 
around and united; anti day by day 
for the month following this colossal 
trick was repeated.—St. Jam es’ Ga­ 
zette.

A Horrible Accident. 
At 5:55 o’clock Monday evoning a 
premature blast in the N. P. yards at 
Spokane Falls, killed 15 men, and 
possibly moro.

A 
large force of men were engaged in 
blasting out a huge rock pile in the 
Northern Pacific freight yards in the 
eastern part of tho city. From 50 to 
75 men were at work in the cut at the 
time.

As rapidly as 
the mangled bodies were taken out 
they were carried to the hospital. 
Some of the men were preparing 
blasts to be touched off after the other 
workmen and teams had departed for 
the night. One blast had been pre­ 
pared. In putting m tho second it 
was exploded, the jar also touching 
off the first blast. Twenty-five thou­ 
sand cubic feet of rock were thrown 
over upon the unsuspecting mass of 
humanity, 
with 
terrible 
results. 
Hundreds of people soon gathered at 
the scene and the work of taking out 
the dead and injured has since been 
going on. The scenes at the hospital 
were heartrending. The wives and 
relatives of the workmen are crazed 
with grief and suspense.

The Wild Eice Crop. 
A novel feature which one will see 
in a trip up river these autumn days 
is the gathering of the rice crop by 
the natives. This is accomplished by 
the male Indian standing upright m 
the bow of his canoe and paddling it 
forward through the field of rice, the 
stalks of which grow from throe to 
four feet above the water, while his 
squaw sits in the stern of the canoe, 
and with two round sticks about the 
size, and half the length of a hroom- 
handle, dextrously bends the long 
heads of the rice over the gunwale of 
tho canoe with one stick, while at 
the same instant, she strikes the well 
filled heads a sharp, quick blow with 
the other, threshing out the kernels 
of rice, which fall into the middle 
portion of the canoe. This middle 
portion is provided, for the occasion, 
with a cloth apron, into which the 
rice kernels fall. The apron will hold 
about two bushels, and is filled in the 
manner above described in less than 
three hours’ time. The rice is next 
picked over to free it from chaff and 
straw, after which it is placed in brass 
kettles and parched over a slow fire; 
then it is winnowed, and is ready for 
future use. The crop this year is 
light in this region.
